WASHINGTON, June 13—Tak- 
ing cognizance of the charges that 
employes in the Philadelphia office 
of Internal Revenue had solicited 
money for campaign purposes, 
President Roosevelt called for the 
Mesignation of Alvin E. Fix as Col- 
ector for the First Pennsylvania 
District, yesterday. 

At the same time Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau removed 
William E. Brown as Assistant Col- 
lector and suspended four subordi- 
nates for a year and another for 
a month in connection with the 
same charges. 

The discharges and suspensions 
pllowed recommendations by the 
‘ivil Service Commission. The four 
suspended for a year were: Patrick 
J. Reilly, chief of the Income Tax 
unit; Robert M. Black, chief of the 
Narcotic Division; Henry L. Haines, 
chief of the Field Division; and 
Jonn J. Gegan cashier. The man 
suspended for a month was Ran- 
dall H. Roberts of the Tobacco Di- 
vision. Haines is a son of Congress- 
man Harry L. Haines (Dem.) of 
Red Lion, Pa.

PRISONER FOR DEBT 
LIKES JAIL, WAVES 
ASIDE HIS RELEASE 


Maine Carpenter Held 16 
Months at Expense of Firm 
Trying to Collect $300.

DOVER-FOXCROFT, Me., June 
13.—Llewellyn B. Trafton, Piscata- 
quis County jail’s “voluntary” pris- 
oner, is determined no one shall in- 
terfere with his incarceration. Six- 
teen months ago the elderly Guil- 
ford carpenter was put in a cell for 
alleged failure to pay a $300 lum- 
ber bill. He insists he has settled 
the account and has a receipt, 
which he steadfastly declines to 
show since it would secure his re- 
lease. 

He refuses to permit an attorney 
to be appointed to act in his behalf, 
and offers of friends to satisify the 
claim have been stubbornly de- 
clined. Life in jail, he insists, is 
“the best it has been for a long 
time.” So far as he is concerned 
it may go on indefinitely. Besides, 
he points out, he is doing the tax- 
payers of Piscataquis County a ser- 
vice by occupying their jail. The 
complaining tumber corporation 
must pay for his board, but Trafton 
says his simple fare costs the 
county less than it receives. 


5,000,000 MADE JOBLESS 
BY MACHINE, HOPKINS SAYS 


Asserts Return to “Normal Condi- 
tions” Would Find That Num- 
ber Still Unemployed. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHAPEL HILL, N. C., June 
13.—A prediction that return of 
“normal conditions” would find at 
least 5,000,000 unemployed as a 
result of machines displacing men 
was made by Harry L. Hopkins, 
Federal Relief Administrator, in 
an address at the University of 
North Carolina commencement 
exercises last night. In 1929, he 
estimated, 3,000,000 were idle from 
this cause. 

Asserting that 16,000,000 people 
in this country now receive some 
part of their livelihood from re- 
lief funds, the administrator vis- 
ualized a long-term plan for re- 
lief and rehabilitation of the un- 
employed. 

He foresaw an improved plan for 
the betterment of rural areas as 
well as urban communities; insur- 
ance against unemployment, old 
age and _ sickness; far-reaching 
programs for the control of lands, 
and the development of forests 
and park and recreation centers.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—George. 

N. Peek in a report to President 

Roosevelt on a study covering the’ 


past 38 years of America’s foreign 
trade, asserted today the trend “has 
nie cumulatively disadvantageous 
o us.” 

Peek, special adviser on foreign 
trade to the President, advocated 
the creation of a balance sheet be- 
tween this country and the rest of 
the world. On it would be placed 
in black and white the trade bal- 
ances with each country. He de- 
clared imports and exports must 
balance in the long run. 

On the basis of the past 38 years, 
he asserted, the world is in “debt 
to us for goods” in the amount of 
$36,646,000,000. 

Adding in governmental and pri- 
vate loans to Europe during the 
war, and subtracting investments 
made by foreigners in this country, 
Peek added another $22,645,000,000 
to the.debt owed this country by 
the world. Of this he said: 

“Our national assets will be di- 
minished by the amount of this 
debt which is not paid.” 

Trade “Grossly Out of Balance.” 

Pointing to figures from 1896 to 
1933, inclusive, he said: 

“In our international commercial 
relations we have not utilized the 
simple device of a balance sheet to 
discover whether we have been 
doing business at a profit or at a 
loss. . . . During the periods cov- 
ered by these exports and imports 
have been grossly out of balance; 
nevertheless, we have pointed with 
pride to our ‘favorable balance of 
trade.’”’ 

He set down the following table 
for the 38 years: 

The United States sold to the 
world goods valued at $121,250,000,- 
000. 
The United States bought from 
the rest of the world goods valued 
at $84,604,000,000. 

These transactions place the world 
in debt to the United States for 
goods in the amount of $36,646,000,- 


19 Billion Spent by Tourists. 

Peek analyzed the figures to show 
that the value of American imports 
of goods is less than 70 per cent 
of our export. As against export 
excess, Peek concludes, we must, 
in fairness, deduct $19,429,000,000 
spent abroad by American tourists 
and sent abroad by immigrants, 
charitable organizations and others, 
which would leave the United States 
with a “favorable” trade balance of 
$17,217,000,000. 

The President had no immediate 
comment other than to say in a 
letter to Peek that the figures were 
“of tremendous interest” to him. 
He suggested they be made public. 

At the end of Peek’s study, he 
analyzed the three years from 1930 
to 1933, termed by him “the defla- 
tion period,” to show that the world 
owed us in goods $1,631,000,000 for 
this time. 

Figuring in “services rendered by 
us to the world,” tourist money 
spent abroad, debt payments and in- 
vestments, peek estimated that this 
four-year period actually decreased 
the debt owed this country by the 
world by about $1,768,000,000. 

Comment by Roosevelt. 

President Roosevelt, commenting 
later at his press conference said 
that while the report was a prelim- 
inary estimate and subject to 
change it seemed to disprove the 
theory that the United States had 
made a great amount of money 
from its international trade. 

Mr. Roosevelt said Peek had 
made no concrete suggestions to 
him for the “new approach to in- 
ternational trade” mentioned in the 
report. He believes the statistics 
are chiefly valuable as a basis for 
further detailed study. | 

The President said no considera- 
tion had yet been given to the Peek 
figures with regard to tariff negoti- 
ations to be conducted under the 
administration’s new reciprocal 


trading act.

N ew Institution. 


WOULD SAVE CITY 
THE COST OF SITE 


Official Points Out It 
- Would Be Near Barnes 
Group—Could Be Done 
by Ordinance. 


Director of Public Welfare Darst 
today suggested that the $1,000,000 
City Psychopathic Hospital, one of 
the new buildings to be provided by 
the $16,000,000 bond issue, should be 
located in Forest Park, near its 
southeast corner at Kingshighway 
and Oakland avenue. 

Darst put the suggestion forward 


as his own idea, to get the public 
view. No official or medical group 


has expressed itself on the plan, 
he said, though some individuals 
to whom he has spoken have ap- 
proved the idea. 
Would Be Near Barnes. 
Darst said he felt the location 
would be an exceptionaliy good one 


for the new hospital, because of the 
proximity of the Barnes Hospital 
group and Washington University 
Medical School. To purchase ground 
in the vicinity would take a large 
sum out of the $1,000,000 bond item, 
while use of a park site would en- 
able the city to spend all the money 
on building and equipment. 

As Director of Public Welfare, 
Darst is head of both the Hospital 
and Park divisions of the city gov- 
ernment, and has supervision over 
the care and preservation of all the 
city parks. 

_& hospital building in Forest 
Park would be an innovation. The 
park now contains several large 
buildings, but all are for recrea- 
tional or educational use, except 
Mounted District Police Station, in 
the southeast portion of the park. 
The Art Museum, Jefferson Me- 
morial, Municipal Theater, Zoo and 
shelter buildings are the chief 
structures in the park. 

Gets Legal Opinion. 

Darst asked Edgar H. Wayman, 
first Associate City Counselor, as to 
the legal aspects of the proposal. 
Wayman said the use of a park 
tract for hospital purposes could be 
authorized by an ordinance, passed 
by the Board of Aldermen and 
signed by the Mayor. City Hall and 
Central Library now stand on 
ground which was dedicated to park 
uses, the Library having been built 
in the former Missouri Park after 
demolition of the Exposition and 
Coliseum buildings, which stood 
there previously. 

The Psychopathic Hospital would 
take the place of the present City 
Hospital observation department. 
Patients would be held under ob- 
servation there, would be treated 
for mental disorders, and failing of 
recovery, would be sent after a time 
to City Sanitarium. 

No plans or estimates have yet 
been made on the hospital struc- 
ture. Such plans are likely to wait 
on the pending application to the 
Federal Public Works Administra- 
tion, for 30 per cent grants on va- 
rious improvement projects. The 
bonds were authorized by the voters 
May 15, in the expectation that the 
Federal grants would be obtained. 
Another source of present delay and 
uncertainty is the lack of city reve- 
nue for bond interest and sinking 
fund purposes. Until such revenue 
is sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of bonds now outstanding, 
and of the bonds to ‘be _ issued, 
Comptroller Nolte holds that he 
cannot authorize issuance of the 
new bonds. 


EAST SIDE PARK BOARD VOTES 
TO ISSUE $600,000 IN BONDS 


Money to Be Used for Completion 
of Work Already Begun on 
1130-Acre Tract, 

The East St. Louis Park Board 
voted last night to issue $600,000 in 
bonds for completion of work al- 
ready in progress in Lake Park, an 
1130-acre tract just east of the city 
limits. The bonds will mature over 
a@ period of 20 years. 

On May 25 the Board rejected a 
PWA loan of $910,000 and a grant 
of $249,000 allocated March 27 on 
the grounds that acceptance would 
necessitate a tax increase of 55 per 
cent for 1935 and that a rise in 
| costs had made im- 
possible completion of the Lake 
Park development project for the 
amount sought. : 

Bast St. Louis. civic groups, in 
urging rejection of the PWA loan,. 
declared that the city could not 
‘bear the added tax burden. At that 
time they recommended flotation 
of the bond issue.

CHIEF OFFICER’S 
BOAT NOT FOUND 


Vessel Sank After Fire Sun- 
day Night Message to 
United Fruit Company 
Says.

NEW YORK, June 13. — The 
United Fruit Lines reported today 
receipt of a wireless message from 
the steamer Zacapa reporting the 
rescue of the captain and 16 mem- 
bers of the crew of the Norwegian 
freighter Knut Hamsun which 
burned and sank Sunday night 120 
miles off the coast of Honduras. 

Seventeen other members of the 


crew were reported still missing. 
The message from Capt. George 

McBride of the Zacapz said: “At 

6 a. m., June 13, picked up Capt. 


Frick and 16 men from the Nor-’ 


wegian steamer Knut Hamsun at a 
point 45 miles west of Quita Suena 
bank. Ship loaded with nitrate and 
proceeding from Iquique, Chile, to 
Jacksonvilie. Ship burned and sank 
Sunday night. Chief officer and 
16 men in another boat still miss- 
ing.” ; 

Quita Suena bank is 126 miles 
east of Bragman Bluff, Honduras, 
and 300 miles north of Colon, Pan- 
ama. : 

The Zacapa sailed from Port Li- 
mon, Costa Rica, June 12 and is due 
in New Orleans June 18, 

The Knut Hamsun was a Norwe- 
gian freighter of 3234 tons net. She 
was bound for Newport News by 
way of Jacksonville. 

Whether the 34 men referred to 
in Captain McBride’s message com- 
prised her entire crew could not be 
ascertained. 

In a second message Capt. Mc- 
Bride said: “8:30 a. m.—Have been 
searching since 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing for missing life boat from Knut 
Hamsun without results. Have ra- 
dioed Norwegian Consul at) Cristo- 
bal to make every effort to locate 
missing boat. 

The Knut Hamsun passed through 
the Panama Canal on June 9 and 
the vessel burned the next day, ac- 
cording to the Zacapa’s message. 


SNOWSTORMS, EARTHQUAKES 
AS ARGENTINE WINTER NEARS 


75 Pct, of Inhabitants Leave Sam- 
pacho Region Because of 
Tremors. 

By the Associated Press. 

BUENOS AIRES, June 13.—With 
the official first day of winter only 
one week away, earthquakes, snow, 
rain and winds swept Argentina 
today. 

A violent snowstorm was report- 
ed from the south territories with 
a record cold, while fog and rain- 
falls predominated elsewhere. At 
Mendoza slight earthquakes were 
felt. A hailstorm hit Rosario, 
breaking show windows and signs. 
The worst snowstorm in two years 
was raging in the Andes, blocking 
highways and isolating many com- 
munities in the mountains. 

According to latest reports, 75 per 
cent of the inhabitants of Sampacho 
have emigrated because of an earth- 
quake, while railways were rush- 
ing necessary supplies and wagons 
to house the remainder of the pop- 
ulation. Damage was estimated at 
more than $600,000. 

Buenos Aires, however, was hav- 
ing warmer weather than usual.

REFERENDUM ORDERED 
IN ILLINOIS MINE ROW 


Progressives Win Point 
Fight for Recognition in 
Collective Bargaining.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Plant 
unit referendums to determine 
whether the Progressive Miners or 
the United Mines Workers of Amer- 
ica shall speak for the organized 
miners in Illinois were authorized 
today by Wayne P. Ellis, deputy 
coal administrator of the NRA, who 
acted for President Roosevelt on 
the appeal of the Progressive Min- 
ers from the decisions of the Di- 
visional Bituminous Labor Board 
at Chicago and the National Labor 
Board. 

The first election. will be held at 
Mine No. 43, in Saline County, where 
a strike is in progress. Later elec- 
tions will be held in all mines in 


the troubled areas throughout the 
State, where Progressives and the 
United Mine Workers have waged 
a bitter warfare for the right to 
represent the miners in collective 
bargaining. 

The action today is a victory for 
the Progressives, who have insisted 
that they represent a majority of 
the organized miners in the Illinois 
fields. After their case had been 
thrown out by the NRA Labor 
Boards and the Federal courts, for 
want of jurisdiction, the Progres- 
sives appealed to President Roose- 
velt, who turned the question over 
to Deputy Coal Administrator Ellis. 
The Progressives were represented 
in Washington by their attorney, 
George W. Dowell of Du Quoin. 

The way was opened for an ap- 
peal to the President by a state- 
ment June 5 by NRA Administrator 
Johnson, who denied the Progres- 
sives’ demand for a State referen- 
dum, pointing out that the National 
Industry Recovery Act contained 
no authority for elections on a geo- 
graphic basis. He added, however, 
that the right had been granted the 
workers to select their own repre- 
sentatives. This was taken to mean 
that the NRA would consent to elec- 
tions on a plant unit basis. 

After getting Ellis’ decision, Dow- 
ell telephoned C. E. Pearcy, presi- 
dent of the Progressive Union, sug- 
gesting plan of procedure to bring 
the troublesome labor question be- 
fore Gen. Johnson in due form. This 
plan calls for the presenting of pe- 


impartial election to determine their 
union and the officers of their own 
choosing. It is expected that this 
procedure will be followed imme- 
diately in Mine No. 43 and will be 
continued in other elections in tha 
troubled areas of Illinois.

Were to Have Wed Last Winter. 

Young Astor and Miss Gillespie, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Lawrence 
Lewis Gillespie, were to have been 
married last winter. The wedding 
date had been set and arrangements 
made for a brilliant affair. Then 
the Gillespies announced the wed- 
ding was off. But Miss Gillespie 
retained the ring, an Astor family 
heirloom, once owned by the tm- 
press Eugenie. Astor sailed on - 
trip around the world ‘.o forget.” 

He returned last month, said he 
was wondering when he would get 
the ring back. He became engaged 
to another debutante, Ellen Tuck 
French, who was to have been a 
bridesmaid at the Gillespie-Astor 
wedding.

WASHINGTON, June 13 —Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed the admin- 
istration’s new tariff bill last night 
and immediately assumed power to 
fix rates on all articles imported 
into the United States and to nego- 
tiate reciprocal trade agreements 
with other nations. 

Under the act the President, for 
the next three years, has authority 
to increase or decrease existing 
tariffs by 50 per cent and to make 
new agreements with other nations 
in which excessive tariffs and other 
trade restrictions are to be elimi- 
nated on a reciprocal basis in the 
expectation of reviving American 
foreign trade. 

The President for the first time 

can make tariff bargains with 
other countries without consent of 
Congress. Twenty-seven nations 
already have signified their will- 
ingness to make treaties. The first 
pact to be completed, with Colom- 
bia, awaits ratification in that coun- 
try. Another with Cuba is nearly 
complete, 
| White House Statement. 
| & The White House issued this 
| 2 statement: 
' 3 “The adoption by Congress of the 
policy of expanding the market of 
products of the United States by 
negotiated agreements recprocally 
| affording market opportunities for 
the products of other countries is 
an act of broad wisdom. 

“The unprecedented shrinkage of 
world trade has been an important 
element in the present world con-| 
dition. This step should help to re- 
verse the trend and thereby to as- 
sist recovery. 

“The use of the granted powers 
will require care to assure that 
each agreement makes a real con- 
tribution to recovery.

The act provides that when the 
President proclaims new duties and 
import restrictions in a pact with 
one country, the same shall apply 
to all other nations. This is to pre- 
vent discrimination by this coun- 
try. However, if American prod- 
ucts are discriminated against by 
a foreign country, the President 
may suspend the application of the 
new duties to that country. 

Authority to terminate at any 
time proclamations reducing or in- 
creasing import duties also is given 
the Executive. 

To preserve the flexible pro- 
visions of the 1930 tariff act, the 
legislation ,stipulates that it shall 
not be applicable to any article im- 
ported into the United States com- 
ing under trade agreements entered 
into by this country. 

Some Other Provisions. 

Other important provisions of the 
act: 

Forbids any construction of the 
law that it gives “authority to 
cancel or reduce, in any manner, 
any of the indebtedness of any 

foreign country to the United 
States.” 

Every trade agreement conelud- 
ed will run for three years. If 

not terminated at the end of that 
time, the agreement will continue 
unless canceled on six months’ 
notice. 

Before agreements are conclud- 
ed with foreign governments, rea- 
sonable public notice of intention 
to negotiate pacts must be given 
in order that affected industries 
may have an opportunity to be 
heard before a Government 
agency to be designated by the 
President. 

The President is directed to 
seek the advice of the Tariff 
Commission and the Departments 
of State, Agriculture and Com- 
merce before concluding agree- 
ments.

Boston Plants to Be Utilized in 
Makirg Clothing for 
Needy.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Exten- 
sion of the relief program to in- 
clude Government operation of two 
underwear factories at Boston was 
being worked out today, with a 
possibility that other idle factories 
would be _ utilized along similar 
lines, 

To date, such activities to make 
sobs and have the products dis- 
tributed to those in need have been 
limited to operation of canneries in 
rural sections to preserve surplus 
vegetables. 

Proposals were made to Harry 
L. Hopkins, Federal Relief Admin- 
istrator,. several months ago, that 
some idle factories be opened to 
provide employment for operatives 
in making shoes and garments to 
be distributed to the unemployed. 

The Massachusetts case is the 
first, apparently, where that pro- 
posal is being followed. Hopkins 
yesterday, while in the South, ex- 
pressed the belief that there would 
be no going back “to the old plan 
of relieving .those without jobs,” 
but that there would be a making 
of johs. 

Under the scheme, relief authori- 
ties in various states would supply 
money for buying raw materials 
and paying workmen where neces- 
sary. In some instances goods 
made in a factory operating for 
relief might be exchanged for com- 
modities from other factories that 
are needed by workers.

Quick Action Proposed to 
Give Wagner Group Ad- 
ditional Authority to 
Handle Steel Dispute.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—Legis- 


Jation to avert a steel strike is be- 
ing drafted today. The final form 
of the bill is expected to be decided 
on at a White House conference, 
which Secretary Perkins, NRA 
chiefs and congressional leaders 
planned to attend. 

Additional authority for the Na- 
tional Labor Board will be provided 
by the measure, a stop-gap substi- 
tute for the Wagner labor disputes 
bill. Parts of the Wagner bill .to 
which industry objected most 
strongly are expected to be dropped. 
The plan apparently is to give the 
Labor Board power to settle the 
steel industry dispute. Leaders in 
the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, 


supported the Wagner bill and have 
sought direct action by President 
Roosevelt toward a settlement. 

Leaders in Congress expect to 
rush the new bill through this 
week. They hope Congress can ad- 
journ Saturday. 

After a conference with President 
Roosevelt yesterday, Senator Rob- 
ingon, majority leader, said a final 
decision on the labor legislation was 
deferred, pending the gathering of 
more information. 

“It is recognized,” he told report- 
ers, “that there is a general, almost 
universal desire that the Congress 
adjourn, and there is still the pos- 
sibility that it may do so at the 
end of this week.” 

“Recognition” is a principal de- 
mand of the steel union. The 
leaders accuse employers of violat- 
ing NRA’s provision for collective 
bargaining. The steel masters in- 
sist their employe-representation 
plans—called “company unions” by 
the Amalgamated workers — are 
truly representative of their 
workers. 

NRA Administrator Johnson pro- 
posed that a neutral board be set 
up to handle the disputes. The em- 
ployers accepted the plan, but union 
leaders turned it down. 


Union Steel Workers Vote on

PITTSBURGH, June 13.—Presi- 
dent Michael F, Tighe of the steel 
workers’ union said today he did 
not intend to present the Govern- 
ment’s three-man board mediation 
plan to the workers’ special strike 
convention.

man. 

Bass reached an agreement with 
the Circuit Attorney’s office for ap- 
pointment of Roy A. Fish as com- 
missioner for the deposition-taking, 
and it was agreed to hold the depo- 
sition-taking at 2 p. m. Friday in 
Bass’ office, 100 North Broadway. 

Bass said he knew of no other 
witness whose deposition would be 
needed. He was not ready to say 
whether the deposition - taking 
would have the effect of delaying 
the trial of Lacy, now set to begin 
next Monday before Circuit Judge 
Hoffmeister. 

Case Pending 18 Months. 

As told yesterday, 13 months have 
elapsed between the indictment of 
Lacy and his former law associate, 
Hartman, and the first calling of 
their case for trial. This time has 
been consumed in a series of dilat- 
ory pleas, similar to the pleas 
which Lacy has been making in be- 
half of his three clients in the Kel- 
ley kidnaping case, now pending at 
Clayton. Bass has been active in 
Lacy’s case since last October, 
when Paul Richards had to with- 
draw as Lacy’s attorney because of 
a Supreme Court order disbarring 
Richards. 

Keeton, the witness whose deposi- 
tion is now desired by the defense, 
was employed as an investigator 
in Lacy’s law office when Lacy was 
defending Richards on the charge 
of kidnaping for ransom in the 
Alexander Berg case. His address 
appears ap court papers as 4037A 
Lafayette avenue. 

Lacy and Hartman are charged, 
in the indictment voted by the 
grand jury May 17, 1933, with cor- 
rupting Edward L. Anna, a member 
of the jury which tried Richards 
on the kidnaping charge in Febru- 
ary, 1932. It is alleged that they 
promised to “take care of” Anna 
if he would give favorable consid- 
eration_to the defense case, and 
that after the jury disagreed, they 
paid him $80 in four installments. 
Another count of the indictment 
charges them with attempting to 
corrupt the same juror. The maxi- 
mum penalty for corrupting a juror 
is five years in prison. 

Richards Acquitted by Jury. 

Richards was acquitted at his 
second trial in May, 1932. 

Before voting the indictment of 
Lacy and Hartman, the grand jury 
investigated the diversion of jury 
lists, which were taken to Lacy’s 
office by a Negro Courthouse mes- 
senger, at a time when they were 
not a public record. The messenger 
left the lists with Miss Odessa 
Simpkins, Lacy’s office stenograph- 
er. Miss Simpkins and the messen- 
ger, Henry West, refused to answer 
the grand jury’s questions, on the 
ground that they feared self-in- 
crimination. They were upheld in 
their refusal by the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals. West has since died. 

While the substance of Keeton’s 
testimony has not been made 
known, it is supposed to relate to 
the handling of jury lists in advance 
of their appearance on the public 
court records.

GRAND NATIONAL 
REGEIVER SUES 
WELLSTON TRUST 


Seeks to Collect $240,000, 
the 100 Pct. Assessment 
on 2400 Shares of For- 
mer’s Bank’s Stock. 


Suit for $240,000 against the 
Weliston Trust Co. as the owner 
of 2400 shares of Grand National 
Bank stock was filed in Federal 
Court yesterday by John W. Sny- 
der, receiver . for the Grand Na- 
tional. : 

Both banks, which were controlled 
by Ed Mays, are in liquidation, and 
the Comptroller of the Currency 
has levied a 100 per cent assess- 
ment against the owners of the 
$700,000 capital stock of the Grand 
National Bank. 

The transaction by which the 
Wellston Trust Co. acquired 2400 
shares of Grand National stock was 


one of the matters criticized by Cir- 
cuit Judge Ryan in his recent de- 
cision removing Mays from control 
of the Continental Life Insurance 
Co. and placing it in the hands of 
State Superintendent of Insurance 
O’Malley for rehabilitation. 

Mays, in 1931, owed the Boat- 
men’s National Bank $200,000, and 
to obtain funds to pay that loan 
had his holding company, the Con- 
tinental Securities & Holding Co., 
and several of its directors borrow 
$215,000 from the Wellston Trust Co. 
Mays then borrowed that money 
from the holding company. 

The State Finance Commissioner, 
however, demanded that these Well- 
ston Trust Co. loans be reduced, as 
its entire capital and surplus was 
only $230,000. In November of that 
year, Mays bought 2400 shares of 
Grand National Bank stock from 
the holding company, giving notes 
in payment, and on the same day 
sold the stock to Wellston Trust Co. 
for $276,000 at $115 a share. The 
holding company executed an agree- 
ment to repurchase the stock from 
the Wellston Trust Co., but. the 
agreement was never carried out. 
Pointing out that the effect of 
this transaction was to increase the 
debt of Mays and his associates to 
the Wellston Trust Co. from $215,000 
to $276,000, Judge Ryan referred to 
it as a case of “whipping the devil 
around a stump.” 

Snyder’s petition explains that the 
suit is brought against the Wellston 
Trust Co. as the actual owner of 
the stock, although on the books 
of the Grand National Bank it is 
registered in the name of Mays. 


DEFENSE DEPOSITIONS AGAIN

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Jailed Ex-Pastor Talks 


Of Fight for 


Arrested in Belleville as 
Agitator, Labor Leader 
Recalls Ideals He Could 
Not Attain as Minister. 


Achieving his ambition to be “at 
grips with reality,” A. J. Muste, who 
gave up a Congregational pastor- 
ate to become a labor leader, reit- 
erated today his doctrine of free 
speech and the brotherhood of man 
behind the bars of his cell in Belle- 
Ville ail. He and two young com- 


panions were released on bond this 
forenoon. 

Muste, who was in the paradoxi- 
cal position of being confined on a 
State charge of organizing a so- 
ciety to “overthrow the Govern- 
ment” by unlawful means just as he 
was offered a Federal teaching ap- 
pointment, said he was happier in 
his cell than when in the pulpit of 
staid Central Congregational Church 
of Newton, Mass., a Boston suburb. 

The life of a pastor, Muste said, 
was “too smug and easy.” His 
present career, which began in 1919 
when he was one of the leaders of 
the bitter Lawrence textile strike, 
has been marked by arrests and 
beatings, part of the turbulent ex- 
istence of an “agitator.” 

Has Master of Arts Degree. 

Peering from behind the bars, 
gray eyes gleaming with undaunted 
hope, Muste recalled that he went 
into the ministry possessed of Mas- 
ter of Arts and Bachelor of Divin- 
ity degrees and an ideal “of a 
world of equality, brotherhood and 
justice.” 

“But it wasn’t long before I found 
that I wasn’t doing much to pro- 
mote such a world from the pul- 
pit,” Muste said, “and realized that 
the average preacher lives in an 
unreal, theoretical world.” ; 

The basic trouble with the mod- 
ern pulpit, Muste thinks, is that 
much of the preaching is super- 
ficial, concerned “with certain vir- 
tues which are not significant in 
the present day industrial world.” 

“Ethics must be approached from 
a social viewpoint,” said Muste. 
who was dean of Brookwood Labor 
College from 1921 to 1933, “not from 
a textbook. The problem is to 
change the underlyi:.g foundations 
of society to produce men and wom- 
€ . who will be enabled to lead full 
lives.” 

Wearing the same shabby gray 
suit in which he fought the anti- 
picketing injunctions during the re- 
cent Toledo (O.) strike, Muste said 
his work as chairman of the Amer- 
ican Workers’ Party affords him 
a chance to put into practice ideals 
he once talked about. 

Arrested Near Belleville Plant. 

It was while telling of the pur- 
poses of his party, which has an 
organization in 16 states, that he 
was arrested Monday as he was 
conversing with pickets near the 
closed plant of the Knapp-Mon- 
arch Co. 

After examining their party 
pamphlets, MSBelleville police con- 
ferred with Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Webb, resulting in the issuance 
of a warrant charging the three 
with aiding in establishment of an 
organization advocating the “over- 
throw of the Government by un- 
lawful means.” Bond was fixed 
at $2500 and an additional $1500 re- 
quired on a vagrancy charge. Pre- 
liminary hearing before a Justice 
of the Peace is set for Friday. 

Muste said today that his party 
is affiliated with neither the Com- 
munist or Socialis’ movements al- 
though it embraces some of the 
tenets of each. It proposes to bring 
about governmental changes 
through the “economic power of 
the workers as expressed at the 
polls, not through individual vio- 
vegetables.

Yet 
he described himself as “personally 
a thoroughly domestic person,” with 
a daughter at Swarthmore College, 
another in White Plains (N. Y.) High 
School and a T7-year-old son. 


FINDING JOBS FOR MORE 
«  HANDICAPPEG WORKERS 


Red Cross Reports Rate of Pliace- 
ment Higher Than That of Last 
Year. 


Placement of handicapped work- 
ers by St. Louis Chapter of the Red 
Cross has proceeded this year at a 
rate exceeding that of last year 
when jobs were found for 812 work- 
ers, according to Miss Julia Alz- 
berg, head of its department for 
the handicapped. 

In its rehabilitation service the 
Red Cross trains disabled persons 
in new lines of work, suited to 
their abilities. Among 40 recently 
placed in jobs there were 18 dif- 
ferent types of disability, in- 
cluding infantile paralysis, tuber- 
culosis, blindness, deafness, curva- 


SOCIALIZED MEDICINE 
OPPOSED BY DOCTORS 


Association Says Immediate 
Costs Should Be Borne by 
Those Able to Pay. 


CLEVELAND, O., June 13.—Op- 
position to socialized medicine was 
announced by the American Medi- 
cal Association last night after a 
three-hour debate behind closed 
doors by its house of delegates. 

In a statement listing 10 princi- 
ples for guidance of physicians in 
“considering all proposals for 


changes in the nature of medical 
practice,” the delegates said: 

“The consensus was that the pres- 
ent standard of medical practice is 
superior to that afforded people 
generally in any other country of 
the world.” 

The delegates voted to ask the 
Federal Radio Commission to dis- 
continue medical advertising over 
the radio. They adopted a resolu- 
tion censuring the board of regents 
of the American College of Sur- 
geons for “an apparent attempt to 
dominate and control the nature of 
medical practice.” 

For Birth Control Inquiry. 
Resolutions referred to commit- 
tees included one protesting against 
free hospitalization and treatment 
received by “cabinet officers, con- 
gressmen, senators, their families 
and, their servants” in Government 
hospitals and dispensaries. 

Another would authorize the ap- 
pointment of a committee to inves- 
tigate birth control methods and re- 
port in 1935, specifying that this 
should in no way be construed as 
an indorsement but merely designed 
to “compile dependable facts for 
future guidance.” 

The principles set forth for guid- 
ance of members in communities 
where “some experiment to change 
the method of administering medi- 
cal service“ is attempted, provide: 
That all features of medical serv- 
ice be under control of the medical 
profession, for “no other body or 
individual is legally or education- 
ally equipped to exercise such con- 
trol. 

That “no third party” be per- 
mitted to come between patient 
and physician in any medical rela- 
tion; that patients must have abso- 
lute freedom in choosing their doc- 
tor; that the method of giving 
service must retain a “permanent, 
confidential relation” between pa- 
tient and “family physician.” 

Payment by Those Able. 

That all medical phases of all in- 
stitutions involved in the medical 
services should be under profes- 
sional control, “it being understood 
that hospital service and medical 
service should be considered sep- 
arately.” 

That however the cost of medical 
service may be distributed, the im- 
mediate cost should be borne by 
the patient able to pay at the time 
the service is rendered; that med- 
ical service must have no connec- 
tion with cash benefits; that any 
form of medical service should in- 
clude all qualified physicians of 
the locality who wish to give serv- 
ice. 

That systems for the relief of 
low income classes should be lim- 
ited strictly to those below the 
“comfort level” standard, and that 
there should be no restrictions on 
treatment or prescribing not formu- 
lated and enforced by the organ-

tion?” 
The supervisor of recreation for 
the schools is Rodowe H. Abeken 
who is a practicing lawyer} asso- 
ciate.. with the law firm of Ed- 
ward W. Foristel, Republican poli- 
ticilan.. Abeken is paid about $3009 
a year by the Board of Education 
for part time services. Dr. Sullivan 
is a Democrat, 

Statement by Dr. Sullivan. 
In a long prepared statement, Dr. 
Sullivan said his motive in moving

DEFENSE IN SHOOTING 
OF UNION HEAD BECINS 


Leo Quick and Gabriel Gulart, 
Accused by Frank McCar- 
thy, Will Testify. 


Defense testimony in the trial of 
Leo W. Quick, business agent of the 
East St. Louis Boiler Workers’ 
Union, and Gabriel Gulart, a mem- 
ber of the union, on charges of as- 
sault with intent to murder, began 
today in Circuit Court Judge 
Joyce’s court at Bellevilie. 

Frank McCarthy, president of the 
East St. Louis Structural Steel and 
Iron Workers’ Union and the State's 
chief witness, testified yesterday of 
a shooting last Oct. 10 in front of 


the East St. Louis Labor Temple, 
in which Quick and Gulart wounded 
him in the abdomen and leg. The 
shooting followed a meeting at 
which a futile effort had been made 
to settle a dispute between the’ 
unions over jurisdiction in installa- 
tion of tanks at the Central Brew- 
erey, he testified. 

Defendants to Testify. 
Following McCarthy’s testimony, 
five other union members were 
heard. They said they saw the 
shooting and corroborated McCar- 
thy’s acconunt. 

Quick and Gulart were scheduled 
to take the witness stand today as 
chief witnesses in their plea of self 
defense. Quick, 35 years old, is a 
member of the St. Clair Board of 
Supervisors. 

McCarthy, in his testimony yes- 
terday, said on the evening of the 
shooting he had gone to the union 
hall, where the Central Trades As- 
sembly was to take up the dispute 


“As I left the meeting,” he testi- 


up and go out a. the same time. 
When I got to the street I saw a 
large number of men on the side- 
walk and I started to my car. Then 
IF saw there was going to be trouble 
and backed up against a wall. 
Breaks Away and Runs. 

“Quick walked up and said, ‘I 
understand you're looking for me.’ 
I said, ‘Yes, I want to talk over 
that matter with you.’ He said, ‘It 
looks to me like you're looking for 
a fight. With that, two men 
grabbed me and pulled me between 
two machines. I saw Gulart come 
at me with a pistol in his hand 
and I kicked him. Then I was 
either turned loose or managed to 
‘break away and ran to an alley. 

“T saw Quick shoot at me and 
knew I was hit in the stomach. 
Then Gulart fired and hit me in 
the leg. There was a iqt more 
shooting—30 or 40 shots. I made 
my way down the alley and later 
somebody picked me up and took 
me to St. Mary’s Hospital. I did 
not have a weapon on me at any 
time that evening.”

Asserting That Milk Prices 
Are Too Low for Profit. 
By the Associated Press. 
DUNDEE, Iil., June 12.—Several 
hundred Kane County farmers, 
members of the Pure Milk Associ- 
ation, adopted a resolution Monday 
night urging that association di- 
rectors withdraw from the Agricul- 
tural Adjustment Administration. 
Their resolution asserted this 
action should’ be taken because 
milk prices in the Chicago market, 
established hy the AAA, are in- 
sufficient.

CHAMPIONS GET 
AWARDS FRIDAY 


Presentation of the Post-Dispatch 
trophy and medals to the Blow 
School team, which won the Gram- 
mar School League title, defeating 
Adams, two games to one, in the 


final series, will take place at the 
school’s auditorium, Friday morn- 
ing, at 11 o'clock. 
It is.the second time that the 
Blow team has won the champion- 
ship, the other victory coming in 
1929. Oddly enough, Adams was 
the loser in that series, 4 to 0 and 
2tol1. Eddie Stelmach, now a star 
at Cleveland High School, pitched 
for Blow School in its first victory. 
He helped in the coaching * this 
year’s title winners. 
In the championship series, wis 
closed Monday, Adams won the first 
game, 5 to 1, but Blow came back 
to capture the next pair, 6-3 and 3-2. 
Carlos Corona pitched all three 
games for the winners in the final 
series. 
New Trophy in Competition. 
Blow School will be the first to 
have its name engraved on the new 
Post-Dispatch trophy. The old one, 
in existence since 1915, is now in 
the Board of Education's trophy 
room. 
The Grammar School League 
competition was first started in 
1903, under the sponsorship of the 
Post-Dispatch, medals being pre- 
sented to the members of the win- 
ning club. In 1915, the Board of 
Education took over the competi- 
tion and the Post-Dispatch put its 
first trophy in competition and also 
gave medals to the players of the 
championship nine. 
Since that time the league has 
been in existence every year with 
the exception of 1933. Then because 
of the depression there was no title 
race. This year, however, the 
league was revived, through § the 
generosity of Sam Breadon, presi- 
dent of the Cardinals, who defrayed 
all expenses of the play—both to 
decide the group championships and 
also the eliminations. 
History of League Play. 
Although the league was in ex- 
istence, there were, no champions 
for the seasons of 1919, 1920 and 
1925, the finals of those years being 
prevented by inclement weather. 
Records of the competition show 
that many close games have been 
waged to decide the winners.

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Brookings Institute Survey 
Finds Peak Production of 1929 
Was Only 83 Pct. of Capacity 


First of Four Volumes Says Remaining 17 Pct., 
if Utilized, Would Have Added 15 Bil- 
lions to U. S. National Income.

WASHINGTON, June 13.—If pro- 
duction in the United States had 
been up to the attainable capacity 
in 19298—the peak year—the nation- 
al income would have been $15,- 
000,000,000 more than it was, or 
enough to increase all family in- 
comes below $3500 by 42 per cent. 

This is the startling conclusion 
of six economists of the Brookings 
Institution, in the first of four vol- 
umes which will seek to answer 
the following questions: 

“Is there adequate reason to sup- 
pose that the economic activities of 
our people (in the United States) 
could be organized on a sustained 
level which would permit ample 
food, adequate clothing, comfortable 
housing, and a reasonable minimum 
of education and recreation for all 
members of society? If so, what is 
the type of economic organization 
and, more particularly, what are 
the ways of conducting the econom- 
ic affairs of a society so organized 
which woulld assure the attaining 
of. such a permanent high stand- 
ard of material well-being?” 

Four Volumes in Preparation. 

' The first volume, titled, “Ameri- 
ca’s Capacity to Produce,” was is- 
sued today and will be followed vy 
“America’s Capacity to Consume,” 
“The Formation of Capital” and 
“Income and Economic Progress.” 
The second volume will be issued 
in about a month, the third next 
fall and the fourth volume, con- 
taining the final conclusions, next 
winter. | 

“Poverty has always been the lot 
of the great majority of mankind.” 
is the opening sentence of the fore- 
word. The present volume and its 
sequels will try to ascertain wheth- 
er “every citizen (barring physical 
and mental defectives) who ca-ed 
to exert himself could attain a 
material standard of living equal at 
least to that of the so-called ‘middle 
class’ in the prosperous days before 
the collapse of 1929.” 

The volume issued today answers 
two groups of economists—those 
who insist that the United States 
is over-equipped, and the “techno- 
crats,” and “social engineers” who 
look to a Utopia through the in- 
creased use of machines and the 
advancement of technical knowl- 
edge. 

For the 30-year period from 1900 
to 1929 inclusive, the Brookings 
economists give a categorical “no,” 
to those who declare that general 
plant equipment outstripped con- 
sumption. 

“In spite of particular instances 
of bad judgment or rapidly chang- 
ing conditions of technology or of 
demand,” the economists conclude, 
“it seems that there is no general 
tendency to pile up capital equip- 
ment in continually growing ex- 
cess above what could be commer- 
cially employed.” The report notes, 
however, that this was not true 
in the transportation industry, 
where the growth of the railroads 
alone could have taken care of the 
increased business. 


Equipment Below Capacity. 

For the five-year period 1925 to 
1929 inclusive, the report finds that 
‘production equipment, which in the 
report includes farming and retail 
distribution, was about 70 to 85 per 
cent of capacity, and for the peak 
year 1929, it was 83 per cent. 

This equipment, the report says, 
could have been efficiently operated 
at capacity by the man power avail- 
able in 1929. The economists esti- 
mate that for the full utilization of 
plant capacity the mineral and man- 
ufacturing industries would have 
needed about 1,020,000 additional 
workers who could have been sup- 
plied from agriculture, trade, and 
other industries. , 

While the report does not carry 
the study up to the present, the 
economists note that in comparison 
with the 83 per cent production in 
1929, in 1932 American production 
was only 60 per cent of 1929 pro- 


cent. Thus American production at 
present would have to be increased 
virtually 100 per cent to reach the

“Certainly,” the 
economists assert, “our findings do 
not bear out the contention of those 


who, in the midst of the present 


depression, say that we were living 
in a fool’s paradise in 1929—that 
we were ‘living beyond our means,’ 
and that disaster had to follow. In- 
dividuals, of course, were living be- 
yond their private means as indi- 
viduals always will in both pros- 
perity and depression. But the na- 
tion was not. We were not trench- 
ing ‘on our resources of capital 
goods or of labor power. Equipment 
was being maintained at a rate en- 
tirely suitable to the indefinite con- 
tinuance of operation at the 1929 


‘rate of activity. There was an un- 


utilized margin which, in the per- 
spective of the past, would appear 
to be about normal. Labor in gen- 
eral was not being so driven as to 
impair either health or morale. On 
the contrary, there was nearly 20 
per cent of reasonably available la- 
bor which was not turned into the 
productive stream. Our economic 
society lacked about 20 per cent of 
living up to its means.” 

Possible Distribution of Income. 

Noting that if production had 
been up to the attainable maximum, 
the national income would have 
been increased by $15,000,000,000, 
the economists work out some in- 
teresting figures showing how this 
additional income could have been 
distributed. 

“It—the increased production of 
$15,000,000,000 worth of goods— 
would have enabled us,” the report 
says, “to add goods and services to 
an amount of $765 on the 1929 price 
level to the consumer gratification 
of every family having income of 
$2500 or less in that year. We could 
have produced $608 worth of addi- 
tional well-being for every family 
up to the $5000 level. Or we could 
have brought the 164 million fam- 
ilies whose incomes were less than 
$2000 up to that level. 

“If it be objected that such im- 
proved economic ~avell-being would 
not have been thus distributed in 
inverse ration to the sjze of the 
previous income or at a flat rate, 
we might change the form of our 
computation and say that it would 
permit of increasing all family in- 
comes below the $3500 level by 42 
per cent. Presumably these groups 
would be the chief beneficiaries of 
such an increase in national pro- 
duction. Finally, not to put our 
statement in a form which smacks 
in any way at all of redistribution 
of wealth, we could say it would 
add $545 to the income of every 
family of two or more persons or 
give $125 to every man, woman and 
child in the country.” 

The Unanswered Question. 

With computation stated, the 
economists then- follow with this 
poser: “What was there in the or- 
ganization or the functioning of our 
economic system which caused us 
even in those favorable years to 
fail to attain it, a better well-being 
to say nothing of the margin four 
times as wide which we are failing 
today to make _ available to the

Additional Reports Tell of 
Villa ges, Plantations, 
Bridges and_ Railroad 
Sections Destroyed.

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, June 
13.—With the death list of 3000 
still growing on the basis of more 
complete reports, additional stories 
of wholesale destruction wrought 


by the Central American hurricane 
of six days ago were received here 
today. 

Exploratory flights over the in- 
terior of Honduras and El Salva- 
dor disclosed that entire villages 
had been destroyed by floods. The 
Associated Press correspondent at 
San Salvador quoted apparently re- 
liable reports that the town of Ver- 
apaz, at the foot of Chinchot Vol- 
cano, had been swept away by water 
rushing down the mountain side. 
The town of Acajutla was flooded 
also, and great damage done. Five 
hundred persons were drowned 
when the town of Ocotepeque was 
overwhelmed by a flood. 


An American flyer named Shel- 
ton, who made an aerial survey of 
Ocotepeque, said: “The scene is 
most grievous. Everywhere are 
groups of persons, hungry, almost 
naked, seeking among the bodies 
for loved ones. The church remains 
standing, but all else is ruin, mis- 
ery, mud!” 

Landslides piled up the frightful 
damage done by wind and floods. } 
Plantations, farms, bridges, sec- 
tions of railroads and cattle were 
blotted out. 

Some damage was done in Guate- 
mala, but less than in El Salvador 
and Honduras. 

Advices from Tampico, Mexico, 
said a gulf storm, greatif dimin- 
ished in force, struck the Tamauli- 
pas coast, 60 miles to the north, 
yesterday.

est acceleration of the nation’s eco- 
nomic progress.” 

Realizing perhaps that the series, 
notably the final book, probably 
will step on many toes, the econo- 
mists, in a footnote to the foreword, 
state their scientific point of view: 
“We leave it to consumers them- 
selves, or to the sociologists, psy- 
chologists, physicians and preach- 
ers to wrangle over and perhaps 
decide upon the forms of human 
satisfaction that the people should 
be permitted or encouraged to in- 
dulge. But as economists we are 
defining as ‘economic progress’ the 
greater and greater opportunity of 
our fellow citizens to employ their 
labor most effectively in the satis- 
faction of such wants as they in 
fact have.”

AND MUSSOLIN

VENICE, June 13.—Venice is pre- 
paring an elaborate reception for 
Premier Mussolini of Italy and 
Chancellor Hitler of Germany who 
will begin a series of conferences 
here tomorrow. The conversations 
are expected to cover Mussolini’s 
offer of a plan for Germany’s re- 
turn to. the League of Nations and 
for closer co-operation between the 
two countries to offset France's sys- 
tem of alliances. 

On his staff of advisers Musso- 
lini will have the chief Italian dis- 
armament experts, including Baron 
Pomeo Aloisi, vice-president of the 
League of Nations Council. 

Mussolini will arrive tonight by 
automobile at the Pisani villa from 
Forli. His assistants will come on 
a special train equipped with radio 
telephones. At 8:30 a. m. Thurs- 
day, Mussolini will drive~to the 
Piazzale Roma on the lagoon and 
will cross by motorboat to the Ni- 
celli airport at the Lido. His arrival 
there will be timed with the sight- 
ing of Hitler’s airplane, expected 
soon after 9 a. m. A company of 
aviators and the Seventy-first In- 
fantry band will be present to pay 
military honors. 

After an exchange of greetings, 
the Fascist and Nazi leaders will 
board Mussolini’s motorboat and 
cross to San Marto where Hitler 
will stay in the Grand Hotel. A 
little later Hitler will visit Musso- 
lini at the Piazzale Roma. 

At noon, Mussolini will give Hit- 
ler a luncheon with 30 covers. Im- 
mediately afterward, the heads of 
the two governments will begin 
their first conversation. 

Chancellor Hitler will return to 
Venice at 4 p. m. and, at the Grand 
Hotel, await Mussolini’s arrival at 
4:30 p. m, 

The German leader then will visit 
the biennial exhibition of art, in- 
cluding the American pavilion, 
which will be closed to the public 
during his visit. 

Mussolini will return to the Piaz- 
zale Roma at 7 p. m. but will come 
back to Venice in the evening to 
attend an orchestral concert in the 
ducal palace with Hitler. Following 
the concert there will be an exhi- 
bition of fireworks and a torchlight 
parade of 200 gondolas. 

Hitler and Mussolini will lunch 
Friday at the Lido Airdrome, afte: 
which they will inspect the harbor 
in a Government launch. A ban- 
quet will be held Friday night. A 
final conference between the ‘iic- 
tators is scheduled Saturday after- 
noon, after which Hitler will return 
to Germany. 

Friday, Mussolini and Hitler to- 
gether will review the forty-ninth 
Legion of Black Shirts, the Fascist 
university students, in the Piazza 
San Marco. 

Mussolini will give Hitler a lunch- 
eon that day in the Alberoni res- 
taurant and at 3:30 p. m. they will 
take a motorboat trip through the 
lagoons. They will confer again on 
this trip. 

Then, if Hitler desires, Mussolini 
will take him on a submarine chas- 
er trip on the Adriatic. If the ideas 
expressed on this trip do not meet 
with Hitler’s approval, they will 
have another talk in the late after- 
noon at the villa Pisani at Stra, 
near Venice.

First, his majesty’s Govern- 
ment states in effect that, unless 
payments were made in full in 
the sum of $262,000,000 as set 
forth in the communication 
from the United States Treas- 
ury dated May 25, 1934, the 
United. Kingdom would fall 
within the effects of the recent 
legislation mentioned in para- 
graph seven of your note, so 
that the payment of this 
amount is regarded as the only 
alternative to suspension of all 
payment. 

Opinion of Attorney-General. 

The Attorney-General has ad- 
vised me that, in his opinion, 
the debtor Governments which, 
under the ruling of his office 
of May 5, 1934, are not at pres- 
ent considered in default be- 
cause of partial payments 
made on earlier installments, 
would have to pay only the 
amount of the installment due’ 
June 15, 1934—for Great Brit- 
ain $85,670,765.05—in order to 
remain outside the scope of the 
act. 

Second, in regard to the rec- 
ord cited by the British Gov- 
ernment of its loans to its al- 
lies and the fact that his maj- 
esty’s Government has given up 
great sums due to it under 
those loan contracts, this Gov- 
ernment must emphasize the 
complete independence between 
the afore-mentioned transac- 
tions and the debt contracted 
by his majesty’s Government to 
this Government. 

The British Government un- 
dertook to borrow under its own 
name and on its own credit 
standing, and repayment was 
not made contingent upon the 
fate of debts due to the British 
Governinent. 

Third, This Government notes 
with disappointment the declar- 
ation of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment that “while suspending 
further payments until it  be- 
comes possible to discuss an ul- 
timate settlement of inter-gov-

ernmental war debts with a rea- 
sonable prospect of agreement,| 
they have no intention of re- 
pudiating their obligations, and 
will be prepared to enter upon 
further discussion of the sub- 
ject at any time when, in the 
opinion of the President, such 
discussion would. be likely to 
produce results of value.” 
Meaning of Proposal. 

In effect, this Government 
reads the declaration of His 
Majesty’s Government to mean 
that it will fail to meet any fur- 
ther payments on the debt due 
to the United States, as. evi- 
denced by the settlement of June 
19, 1923, until- this Government 
shall first scale down this debt 
to an unascertained sum to 
which His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment might be willing to accede. 

This declaration appears to 
represent insistence by His 
Majesty’s Government that be- 
fore it makes any payment 
whatsoever it must be assured 
of a settlement satisfactory to 
it and not necessarily in ac- 
cordance with any accepted 
standards of payment or read- 
justment of the amounts due. 

The only indications before 
this Government of the extent 
to which his majesty’s Govern- 
ment has proposed to meet its 
obligations are the small frac- 
tions of the sums due men- 
tioned by his majesty’s repre- 
sentative in the course of the 
discussions in the spring and 
autumn of last year, referred 
to in your note of June 4, 

Payment in Kind. 

Adhering to the opinion so 
often expressed by the United 
States Government, a situation 
of this kind necessarily calls 
for the initiation of proposal by 
the debtoP and not by the cred- 
itor. 

Should his majesty’s Govern- 
ment wish to put forward pro- 
posals for the resumption of 
payments, this Government 
would be glad to entertain and 
discuss them informally. 

For instance, no proposal has 
ever been presented to this 
Government looking towards 
payments in kind to an extent 
that might be found mutually 
practicable and agreeable. 

Any proposals of this or a 
similar character which prom- 
ise mutual benefit will be care- 
fully considered for eventual 
submission to the American 
Congress. 

In conclusion, may I refer to 
the statement made by the 
President in his message to the 
Congress on June 1: “The 
American people would-not be 
disposed to place an impossible 
burden upon their debtors, but 
are nevertheless in a just posi- 
tion to ask that substantial sac- 
rifices be made to meet these 
debts.”

WASHINGTON, June 13.— The 
United States Government in a note 
to Great Britain yesterday suggest- 
ed the payment of war debts in 
commodities. 

Secretary of State Hull, disagree- 
ing with British arguments for de- 
faulting on the debt installment due 
Friday, declared any proposal for 
payments in goods and services 
“which promise mutual benefit will 
be carefully considered.” He made 
the suggestion in a note to the 
British Ambassador here. 

The President took pains in his 
press conference today to explain 
that the Government would con- 
sider only part payments in goods 
or services. 

Such commodities as tin, rubber, 
jute and silver immediately came 
to the minds of observers. The 
world’s greatest tin mines are large- 
ly controlled by the British. Ad- 
ministration officials, apparently 
concerned over the American sup- 
ply, are lending support to congres- 
sional moves to retain present 
holdings and to find a domestic 
source. 

The British Empire is the world’s 
largest producer of rubber, of 
which the United States is the lead- 
ing consumer. 

France Delivers Note. 

As the Hull note was made public 
last night, the French Ambassador 
Andre de Laboulaye called to pre- 
sent a missive, officially still a se- 
cret, but known to declare that 
France will default for the fourth 
time on Friday. 

France owes the United States 
$3,960,772,238 of which $82,308,312 is 
past due and $59,000,218.57 falls due 
Friday. 

Czecho-Slovakia and Belgium 
have also announced their intention 
to default. Only Finland, one of

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KANSAS IS HERSELF AGAIN. 

Long the political laboratory of the Republic, it 
was inevitable that at such a time as this Kansas 
should resolve this troubled time into its parts. 

William Allen White, publisher of the Emporia Ga- 
zette, and Kansan of the Kansans, has just done this 
for the graduating class at the University of Kansas. 
On the whole, he says, he is for the New Deal. He 
does not think it involves surrender of liberty or 
encroachment upon any ancient right. It is not Com- 
munist or Fascist. It is human and, for the most 
part, it is long past due. | 

There speaks calm and far-seeing Kansas, a cruci- 
ble in which political phenomena have come to judg: 
ment for 50 years. Sometimes premature, sometimes 
sockless, but always Kansan. You can’t fool Kan- 
sas. She knows what the trouble is in the United 
States, and she appreciates how difficult it is to cor- 
rect it. The time has passed when Kansas was a 
partisan community. Mr. White is a Republican, 
but he puts humanity above party. So does Arthur 
Capper, United States Senator from Kansas, who has 
voted consistently for the New Deal. 

The struggle of Kansas is more than a passing 
episode. It is the sort of thing that makes history. 
No other nation has ever undertaken to maintain 
side by side a great industria] civilization and a 
great agricultural civilization. This is what the 
United States is trying to do. Little by little, over a 
long course of years, Kansas has seen her natural 
and lovely way of life fall under the always-thicken- 
ing shadow of the artificial and unlovely way of life. 

She has seen privilege dominate the Government 
and make what might have been the servant of all the 


Ipeople the servant of the great industrial and finan- 


cia] interests. The part remaining to agriculture in 
the national economy steadily diminished. The voice 
of agriculture in Congress was shouted down by priv- 
ilege. To be a farmer, which Franklin had called the 
happy estate, had come to be an economic disaster 
and'a political jest. 

Mr. White warned the graduates of the sinister 
potentialities in such a lopsided situation. He urged 
them to stand stanch in the middle course, down 
which the great human movement initiated at Wash- 
ington seeks to steer us. Said the Emporia editor: 

We see looming before us a potential plutoc- 

._ racy embattled as an army with banners. Here 
stand those who control the machinery of the 
Machine Age. They are not necessarily owners. 
They represent on the whole merely a dominant 
minority, small groups of stockholders. But they 
are intrenched. They have possession of the ma- 
chines, the super-looms, the giant forges, the 
rails, the pipes, the wires, the flickering airways 
that span the continent. They control the mines 
and the production of all the basic commodities. 
They would ruge us under the altruistic despot- 
ism of a financial fascism. 

Here we have Kansas at her best, the Kansas that 
threw out the slaveholders in the great struggle for 
free soil. She has her fighting cap on. Whether we 
agree on not with her diagnosis of our ills, we must 
believe that a better balance between industry and 
agriculture can be devised. Secretary Wallace is 
afraid that neither can be aided without injuring 
the other. Nevertheless, we cannot depress the farm 
population beyond a point. To do so injures us all. 

However, it is not by the New Deal] that our lib- 
erties are imperiled. It is by those who would, if 
they could, defeat its great human purpose. The 
task of democracy is to break their power. Only by 
so doing can it make agriculture and the machine be- 
come the twin blessings of a great nation, and so 
make government a common gain.

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MATHEMATICS AND BABIES. 

This year probably will g0 down in medical an- 
nals as an unusual one with reference to such phe- 
nomena as multiple births. The five Dionne girls 
have broken the record for longevity, and now have 


‘rivals in the spotlight with the birth of quadruplets 


—three girls and a boy—to an Iowa mother. On 
viewing the table of probabilities, it can be seen how 
rare these occurrences are. Prof. W. W. Greulich 
of the University of Colorado made a study of 100. 
000,000 births, and evolved a formula showing that 
twins occur in one birth out of 87, triplets once in 
‘7669, quadruplets once in 700,000 and quintuplets 
once in 57,000,000. 

Many statisticians do not agree with this table, 
and there does seem to be something wrong with it. 
Prof. E. M. East of Harvard says 150,000 babies are 
born into the world each day, or 54,750,000 a year. 
By that figure, quintuplets should be virtually an an- 
nual’ event somewhere on the globe, but medical rec- 
ords show only about 30 authenticated cases. The 
United States averages something over 2,000,000 
births annually, but scarcely fills its mathematical 
quota of three sets of quadruplets a year. As to sex- 
tuplets, Prof. A. F. Guttmacher of Johns Hopkins 
says their occurrence has never been verified, despite 
numerous reports. 

At any rate, this phenomenon of parenthood has 
arrived just in time to create heroes for Father’s day, 
that much-neglected event, which occurs next Sun- 
day. With full regard for the mothers, we. nominate 
Ernest Dionne of Corbeil, Ontario, and Lawrence 
Wycoff of Sac City, Ia., for the honor.

A LEGISLATOR QUITS. 

A veteran member of the New York State Sen- 
ate, Warren T. Thayer, has resigned, and the spe- 
cial session of that body which was to meet. in a 
few days to consider his case, has, presumably by 
this action, been canceled. An -embarrassing situa- 
tion has thus been resolved whether fortunately 
or unfortunately, from the public viewpoint, is de- 
batable. 

The relations of Senator Thayer with the power 
interests of New York were revealed by the Federal 
Trade Commission, which published correspondence 
between him and an officer of the Associated Gas 
& Electric Co tion. The letters of the Senator 
showed that he had, in his own opinion, served the 
corporation faithfully and well. He directed atten- 
tion to objectionable bills' that had been defeated, 
but stressed the fact that other bills, equally or more 
objectionable, had been killed in the committee of 
which he was the chairman. “That’s service,” he im- 
plied. The corporation guardedly agreed. 

The Thayer expose had one immediately practical 
result. It focussed the public gaze of New York on 
the power lobby at Albany and helped importantly 
to get Gov. Lehman's program for utility regulation 
through the Legislature. It had another result, po-:

tentially. valuable: It aroused public opinion every- 


ere.

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THE GASOLINE TAX DEBATE. 

Contrary to what a writer in the letter column to- 
day charges, we see no inconsistency whatever in 
supporting the city bond issue and then maintaining 
our freedom of judgment as to the methogs proposed 
for meeting the city treasury and sinking fund 
deficits. 

Except as a last resort, the Post-Dispatch does not 
indorse the suggested %4-cerft increase in the city gas- 
oline tax. It is true, as the writer: says, that the 
gasoline tax here is light as compared with that 
in néany other places. But it is also true that St. 
Louis is the only city of its size in the country that 
exacts both a city auto license fee and a city gasoline 
tax. The Automobile Club of Missouri has shown 
that St. Louis motor transport last year paid a total, 
in Federal, State and local taxes, of $7,366,670, or 
more than one-third of the amount of the total city 
budget. The tax averaged $51.62 per machine. 

Including alk payments from motor vehicles—city 
licenses, gasoline tax, busses, service cars, bridge 
tolls, etc.—the city received $2,436,098 last year from 
this source. It spent $725,219 on street maintenance. 
Thus, the city realizes far more from the motor ve- 
hicle than it spends on streets, yet it is proposed to 
increase the tax. 

We consider the proposal to seek collection of the 
$10,000,000 or more outstanding in delinquent prop- 
erty taxes as far more reasonable and logical than 
saddling an additional burden on the motor vehicle. 
A similar tax increase proposal was voted on by the 
people of St. Louis a year ago, and decisively beaten. 
It is true, of course, that money for the emergency 
must be produced, and if other methods fail, we shall 
support a gasoline tax increase. 
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MR. BUMBLE ON CITIZENSHIP. 

“The law,” said Mr. Bumble: on one occasion, in 
the pages of “Oliver Twist,” “is a ass, a idiot.” He 
wasn’t speaking of American naturalization laws, 
but the plain-spoken summary fits, all the same. 

Just now, we have the case of Mrs. Corinne Fred- 
erick, who, though born in Belleville, suddenly finds 
herself forbidden to journey abroad because she is a 
citizen of Denmark! Mrs. Frederick, a well-known 
concert pianist, lands in this predicament because 
in 1921 she was married to Kirk Frederick, a Dane. 
He later became an American citizen, but with no 
effect on his wife’s legal status. True, the law has 
since been changed to prevent loss of citizenship by 
an American woman who marries an alien, but this 
does not apply to Mrs. Frederick, for her marriage 
occurred six months before the lIaw’s enactment. 

Restoration of her citizenship must await a nat- 
uralization hearing. Meanwhile, she may miss her 
steamer, which sails June 23, and also may miss con- 
cert engagements in London and Copenhagen. But 
the weird red tape of an obsolete law must be ob- 
served. Mr. Bumble uttered a mouthful. 
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A WAR TROPHY GOES HOME. 

Following President Roosevelt’s recommendation, 
contained in a special message a month ago, Con- 
gress has voted to restore to Canada the parliamen- 
tary mace which American soldiers captured at the 
Battle of York in the War of 1812. The symbol of 
legislative authority at York (now Toronto) from 
1792 until its seizure, this historic device has been 
among the trophies of the United States Naval Acad- 
emy for many years. The act of Congress is not only 
a courteous and friendly gesture to our good neighbor 
to the north, but a timely one as well. It will now 
be possible to return it July 4, when Toronto is to 
be the scene of the unveiling of a tablet, erected by 
the United States Daughters of 1812, to commemo- 
rate Gen. Pike and his compatriots who died in the 
Battle of York. As the City of Toronto has granted 
the site for the memorial, the return of the mace 
will be a fitting rejoinder on the part of the Amer- 
ican Government. 

Thus we are reminded that since 1817 neither Can- 
ada nor the United States has maintained hostile 
armaments along their common boundary, and that, 
in the words of the President, “every passing year 
cements the peace and friendship between their 
peoples.” |

SURPRISING A SENATOR. 

Senator Nye, who is chairman of the committee 
investigating the activities of munitions makers, has 
discovered the identity of the chief offender in the 
armaments race. It is not saber-rattling Italy or 
Hitlerized Germany.

But, apart from Senator Norris, who does 
not count as a Republican, there were no 
Republican Senators on hand to prove to 
the American public what a menace there 
is in our midst. The great opportunity to 
confront him, vivisect him and destroy him 
has come and gone, and not a real Repub- 
lican was present. Some of them, it may be, 
were too busy preparing their speeches at- 
tacking him. Others may have said to 
themselves that by leaving the _ inquisition 
to Democrats. they would profit by any 
damage inflicted, and then could go on talk- 
ing about the revolutionary plot on the as- 
sumption that mere Democrats like Smith, 
Byrd and Bailey would not or ‘could not 
expose it. 

By staying away, they have salvaged some 
part at least of a campaign issue. But to 
the sincere people who really believe that 
there is a revolutionary conspiracy among 
the New Dealers, it must be disturbing that 
no Republican was there to fight the good 
fight. If, for example, I were Dr. Wirt or 
someone who shares his views, I should be 
moved to say to Senator Reed what Henry 
IV said to Crillon, who did not arrive in time 
for the battle: “Hang yourself, brave Crillon! 
We fought at Arques and you were not 
there.”

Jesse P. Henry and Carl P. Daniel to Pay for 
Preservation of House Where Poet 


Lived as Child. 


By unanimous vote, the Board of 
Education last night accepted the 
offer of Jesse J Henry and Carl P. 
Daniel, partners in the insurance 
business, to bear the expense vf 
preserving the childhood home of 
Eugene Field, the children’s poet, 
at 634 South Broadway. 

Immediate steps are being taken 
to carry out the preservation. 

The board’s attorney was instruct- 
ed to get possession of the prem- 


ises, which are held under assign-. 


ment of an old lease by Con P. 
Curran, r-inter. The board also 
voted cancelation of Curran’s lease, 
which would expire next April &. 


Curran’s real estate agent recently 
suggested the cancelation, since the 
board had refused to permit wreck- 
ing of the house, as desired by 
Curran. 

An editorial in the Post-Dispatch, 
advocating preservation ef the 
place as a memorial, attracted the 
attention of Daniel and Henry. The 
board acted on a recommendation 
of its Finance Committee, of which 
Richard Murphy is chairman. The 
house was erected about 89 years 
ago. It was one of a solid row of 
12. The board owns the adjoining 
house and store on the south, at the 
corner of Cerre street. Tenants re- 
cently moved from these. Curran 
is completing the wrecking of the 
10 houses to the north. 

Henry and Building Commis- 
sioner Ernest T. Friton of the 
board visited the Field house yes- 
terday. Although no proposal has 
been made yet for restoration of 
the place—immediate preservation 
only is planned so far—they were 
enthusiastic about the possibilities 
in restoration. 

To the casual observer, the build- 
ing is only a dingy, girty, dilapi- 
dated pile of bricks, with weather- 
beaten woodwork. To Henry, an 
enthusiast in Americana, and Fri- 
ton, architect, there was a differ- 
ent aspect. They found the old 
brick in good condition, but in need 
of tuck pointing; the woodwork is 
of stout old pine, its beauty con- 
cealed under various coats of faded 
paint. 

Details of construction appealed 
to them—the fine, simple design of 
the doorway, the wooden interior 
trim, the half-dozen fireplaces, the 
random width floorings, the quaint 
moulding around a hook in the hall- 
way ceiling, where probably an oil 
lamp once hung. The original bal- 
ustrade of the narrow main stair- 
case has been replaced, but the 
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balustrade of one of the wrecked 
neighboring houses has been sal- 
vaged for use here. The inspection 
showed how latter-day partitions 
that marred the floor plan could be 
removed and openings that were 
not in existence originally could be 
closed. The bathroom, which was 
not there in Field's day, would be 
torn out. 

It was discovered, from markings 
on the back wall, that there had 
been a narrow wing in the past, 
now removed, with doors converted 
to windows. This discovery may 
have been an answer to the puzzle 
of where was the kitchen of the 
three-story dwelling, the wing mignt 
have housed it. 


the time had the kitchens in the 
basement or in outbuildings. There 
is no indoor entrance to the base- 
ment. 

An ugly iron fire escape on the 
front wall, erected to comply with 
tenement laws, probably will be re- 
moved at once, as a first step in

Food Rash May Be 
Manifestation of 


Asthma in Child 
By Dr. lago Galdston 


STHMA, serious enough in the 
adult, is of even greater im- 
portance in the child. For, in 
the youth, asthma interferes with 
nutrition, with education and with 
recreation, and undoubtedly also 
has important psychologic effects. 

Since there is a very large hered- 
itary element in asthma, the child 
whose parents have had asthma, 
hay fever, eczema or hives should 
be watched for the early manifes- 
tations of asthma. These may ap- 
pear in the form of food rashes or 
frequent attacks of bronchitis fol- 
lowing repeated colds. 

Medical treatment should com- 
mence as soon as the asthmatic 
tendency is discovered. 

In the younger age group, asth- 
ma in children is usually due to 
certain foods to which the child is 
sensitive. As the child grows older, 
foods as a cause of asthma become 
less important and air-borne dusts 
of various kinds predominate. 
Chronic infection in the upper res- 
piratory tract, in the nose, throat, 
tonsils and lymph glands may also 
bring on asthma. 

Children with an asthmatic ten- 
dency frequently exhibit an instict- 
tive dislike for foods to which they 
are sensitive. When such children 
are known not to be finicky and 
when they regularly refuse’one or 
more articles of food, at the same 
time showing a rational preference 
for other foods, they should not be 
forced to eat the articles they dis- 
like. 

Asthmatic children should be 
spared all unnecessary and intimate 
contacts with animals, for the dusts 
shed by animal skins may cause 
and bring on attacks of asthma. 

House dust also may prove pro- 
voking and scrupulous house clean- 
liness is desirable.

RT dealing, a luxury trade, 
might be expected to have suf- 
fered during the depression, 


but, strange to say, it hasn’t accord- 
ing to Max Safron, a local art deal- 
er. His stock in trade consists of a 
few choice treasures on hand at a 
time, his most important asset prob- 


ably being a valuable library of 
catalogues and reference volumes 
compiled by accepted authorities by 
which he can immediately estab- 
lish the whereabouts and full pedi- 
gree of any important picture in the 
world, its history, every transaction 
in which it has figured, its present 
cash value and its availability for 
sale. 

“Stocks, bonds, real estate values 
have depreciated,” said Mr. Safron, 
“but investments in authentic, reg- 
istered works of art remain just 
about what they were. Owners of 
old masters may have lost all their 
other assets, but they still hold 
their art treasures at prices they 
gave for them years ago and sooner 
or later a buyer turns up who is 
able and willing to pay, knowing 
that if it is a really fine picture, 
the meré passage of time will have 
increased its value at its next ex- 
change of ownership. 

“Valuable paintings are negotia- 
ble and often are easier to trans 
port and dispose of than jewels. 
Remember in ‘Once a Grand Duke, 
Alexander Romanoff telis of fleeing 
the revolutionists, leaving all be- 
hind except two Rembrandts has- 
tily cut from their frames and hid- 
den among clothing, and how they 
were sold to the Wideners for $450,- 
000. Which ought to have been 
enough to keep the royal exiles from 
want for a little while. 

“One reason registered works of 
art are a safe investment is be- 
cause, with their identity Well as- 
sured, they are fairly safe from 
thieves. Thefts have been attempt- 
ed and carried to a certain point 
in some notable instances. There 
was Gainsborough’s Duchess of 
Devonshire which remained hidden 
for 25 years and the Mona Lisa of 
Leonardo Da Vinci snipped from its 
frame in the Louvre. In both these 
cases the thieves found themselves 
with white elephants on their 
hands. They could not be disposed 
of. Neither thief profited at all. 

“People dealing with thieves hop- 
ing to get hold of a masterpiece for 
less than its recorded value, usually 
are victimized. There is the case 
of the American tourists who were 
tempted by a guard to buy a pic- 
ture off the walls of the Louvre. 
The guards, seeing them admire it, 
assuming all the gestures of mys 
tery and secrecy, asked where they 
were stopping, when they expected 
to leave Paris, could they leave at 
a moment’s notice, would they be 
at home at a certain time that eve- 
ning? All keyed up to the adven- 
ture, as they hoped, the guard ap-

“With all the endless records 
kept of the output of every painter 
of any note,” he said, pointing to his 
shelves containing more than 7000 
books, “still pictures do get lost. 
That is the romantic part of this 
business. Discovery of a lost mas- 
terpiece is the dream of every deal- 
er and collector.” He shuddered as 
he recalled how he almost contrib- 
uted to the going astray of a $120,- 
000 Gainsborough. A _ prospective 
buyer asked that the picture be sent 
to his home that his wife might 
view it. “When I delivered it the 
lady was not at home, so I left it 
with the butler. Calling up the next 
morning, I was told nothing had 
been seen of the picture. Perhaps 
the maid would know. Finally the 
cook found it under the kitchen 
sink. Perhaps she had taken a 
fancy to it or perhaps it was on its 
way to the trash bin. 

“There is not so much competi- 
tion among collectors here as in 
the East, where dealers and buyers 
are closer to the European sources, 
and where there is more knowledge 
and a livelier interest in art val- 
ues. At some auctions in New 
York the higher the figures, the 
livelier the bidding. 

“You can always find a buyer for 
a really good picture, a masterpiece

“Like a pedigreed dog which will 
command a high price when you 
can hardly find a home for an at- 
tractive little mutt,” the interview- 
er observed.
